Senate today favoring the half-and-half
plan of taxation for the District.
Against the opinion of the House, which

favored a new system that-would place To
per caunt of the burden of taxation' upon
the citizens of the District. Is the unani.
mous belief of the eniae subcommittee
en appropriations suplemented by the
unanhmnus report of the full committee.
that the present system of taxation is
more equitable.
The real fight for the retention of the

present system is now expected to come
before the Conference Committee. The
Senate will undoubtedly sustain the re-
port of the Appropriationq Committee
and the House conferees are credited
with being insistent that the bill, as
passed by the lower branch, be finally
enacted into law. In the event of a dead.
lock, the old appropriation act will be
continued.
Altogether, the Senate has been far

more liberal than the House in the con-
cessions granted the District In the binl.
Citizens of the District will now concen-
trate their efforts In having the Senate
conferees stand by the amended draft as
it comes from the Senate.

HALF-AND-HALF ACTION
GRATIFYING TO DISTRICT
Citizens of the District who have fought

consistently for the retention of the half-
and-half system of taxation were grati-
tied at the report of the Senate Appro-
priations Committee yesterday favoring
their cause.
Former District Commissioner Henry

B. F. Macfarland. chairman of the joint
citizens' committed on fiscal relations, last
night issued the following statement:
"The action of the Senate Committee

on Appropriations is highly gratifying.
We knew that we could count upon t1
wisdom and justice of that committee,
and we knew that It had taken similar
action last year on a similar 'rider." the
so-called Johnson amendment, so that it
was not unexpected.

"It is none the less welcome. Now we
hope that the Senate. which rejected the
similar Johnson rider last year by a vote
of 47 to 20. will reject this equally ob-
jectionable rider by a large majority."
